with a dispersion chamber (claims 78-81,115,122,129,136,143,149); group IV, directed 
to a reactor with a separation unit (claims 82,83,85,86-88,91- 

96,100,101,116,117,123,124,126,130-132,137,138,144,145,150-152,61-68); group V, 
directed to a reactor with a sensor (claims 90,118,125,139,146,153) .
